Throughout the day today party 
pacifiers have been busily engaged 
in a drive to restore good will and 
Harmonious relations among the 
warring factions.

LOSS OF POWER 


Deputies Gradually Taking

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 29.— 
Along with nationalism, the Kemal- 
ist program included the more im- 
portant idea of a western system 
of Democratic government. When 
the Greek occupgtion of Smyrna 
was followed on March 16. 1929, 
by an Allied army's occupation 
of Constantinople, Kemal saw his 
opportunity. On the ground that 
Islam absolved the Faithful from 
obedience to a Caliph who was in 
the hands of the Infidels and that 
all power in such circumstances 
reverted to the people, he severed 
all connections with the capital 
and called for elections for a Grand 
National Assembly of the Turks. 
No doubt it was not a perfect 
election, but it was probably the 
fairest that had ever been held in 
the country. The Assembly, which 
its career in Angora on April 
23, 1920, was certainly the most 
representative body of Turks that 
had ever been called together. Its 
intellectual standard was lower 
than that of previous Parliaments 
in Constantinople, but it wae 
much closer to the people, for it 
comprised all classes, including 
large number of smal! farmers and 
petty business men. The majority 
of the members had had no experi-

Kemal concluded that the only 
alternative, in such circumstances, 
was to leave the destinies of the 
nation in the hards of the people.

in the Grand National Assembly. 
This plan was adopted and carried 
to the point where the Aasembly 
elected each member of the Cabi- 
net individually and held the Cabi- 
net responsible as a unit and as 
individuals. 

Kemal was elected President, but 
he had no veto power nor was he 
considered ag Chief of State. For 
the religious reasons given a 
no one was recognized as head of 
the State; this office was vested 
in the “moral personality” of the 
Assembly, whence came the official 
name adopted for the country— 
“The Government of the Grand 
National Assembly of Turkey.”

This .system was not simply «a 
paper one, The Assembly actually 
exercised supreme power and it 
did not take the deputies very long 
to guard very jealously their new 
privileges and authority. When I 
was in Angora in 1921, I was as-

course, very strong. Whatever he 
favored was nearly always done. 
But this was due to his enor- 
mous personal prestige; he never 
used force or threatened to do so 


in order to get his ideas adopted. 
On the contrary, he, more than 
any one else, is responsibie for in- 
culating the belief into the heads 
of the deputies that they were the 
new Sultans of Turkey—a belief 
that has since grown so strong 
among them that it is now causing 
Kemal himself more and more em- 
barrasement. 

When the Greek Army was driv- 
ing victoriously on Angora itself, 
in the summer of 1921, 
sembly then did confer dictatorial 
powers on Kemal. But they were 
limited; he was given full powers 
for three months, with the pro- 
vision that if he did not stop the 
Greek advance within that time, he 
was to be replaced. Kemal broke 
the Greek offensive in the great 
battle of the Sakaria within a few 
hours of Angora; the Assembly 
resumed its control of the govern- 
ment, and the war was continued 
until victory the next year.

few are found near the coast vil- 
lages but none near Caledonia. We 
consider the White Indians most 
probably examples of the law of 
mutation, as worked out by De 
Vries, the eminent scientist. orig- 
inating from an ancient, darker 
stock, probably paleolithic. These 
questions can be authoritatively 
determined only by skilled scien- 
tists after careful examination and 
for that reason we are bringing 
these Indians back with us. 


Other ethnological investigators 
formerly considered that all Darien 
Indians consisted of but two types, 


: the San Blas on the Atlantic and 


the Cho Col on the Pacific side. 
We have discovered at least six 
distinct types; first, the true Guna, 
very Japanese-like, who formerly 
occupied the interior mountain 
country near the Colombian border 
and later migrated to the Tacar- 
cuna mountain region. About 100 
years ago the greater majority ap- 
parently moved to the upper Chu- 
cuanaque Valley, where they now 
are known as Cunas Bravos, al- 
though their ranke have been de- 
pleted greatly by dixnease. 

They have a common language 
for the people and a secret lan- 
guage used apparently only by the 
chiefs. Their mysterious forbid- 
den city was entered only by us, of 
all strangers. The strange White 
Indians in the tribe are credited b 
the other Indians with mu 
knowledge and clairvoyant pow- 
ers. Th are small in stature 
and use toes much like fin- 


gers. 

The Indians of the second type 
are apparently the original, indi- 
genous neolithic Indians, dark, 
small and siender, now found in 
the mountains on the Atlantic 
side at the head of Chucuanaque 
and Bayano rivers. They are very 
primitive and fierce and evidently 
mix with the Cunas Bravos in the 
Morti River Valley. 


FUSED sTOCK 

The third type ie the true San 
Blas Indian, found along the 
Atlantic Coast, from the Gulf of 
San Blas to Sasardi, consisting ap- 
parently of the original indigenous 
Wallas, fused with Carib stock 
formerly coming from the West 
Indies. They are short, stocky, 
dark, inclined to bow legs and 
better water men than land men. 
They are highly organized and 
have a hereditary king. The 
head chief is witb us. 

The fourth type is the Cho Col 
Indian of the Pacific Coast. 
Short, chunky, very Polynesian- 
like, they have an entirely distinct 
language, but no central leader- 
ship, each river valley being un- 
der an independent chief. The 
fifth type is a stranger diffusion of 
an apparently splendid North 
American type of Indian. found 
exclusively among the chiefs and 
their families, no doubt remnants 
of the old, dominant North Amer- 
ican strain, kept pure by inter- 

They are . 
with fine features and noble char- 
acters—really fine old Indian pa- 
triots. decidely supertor to the 
ordinary run of common Indians, 
and worthy of much more study 
and investigation. 


REMARKABLE TYPE 

The sixth and most remarkable 
type is an apparently paleolithic 
type of Indian. They occupy, in 
primitive state, the central valley 
region between the headwaters of 
the Chucunaque and Bayano Riv- 
ers, occasionally coming to the 
San Biles coast to trade goods. 
They are tall. with very deep, 
broad chests, powerfully muscled, 
high round heads. broad  fore- 
heads and are proud, brave and 
fierce to strangers. 

We are bringing back two 
splendid specimens of this latter 
type, a full grown man and wom- 
an. I could not find a straw hat 
in Colon big enough for the man’s 
head, although his hale is cut 
short. The woman also is of 
large frame with a fine head and 
dignified poise. They are the 
noblest Indians I have ever seen 
in appearance and character. If 
our belief is correct that De Vries's 
theory of the law of mutation ap- 
plies to the white Indians. these 
paleolithic type Indians probably 
are the ancestors of the white. 


FIND PYRAMID 
We have seen but seven of 


these Indians and reached only 
the edge of their country. but evi- 


¢dences of an ancient civilization 


were present there. One of our 
party discovered, in the upper 
Paya River district. a huge mono-

The Sundarbans are believed to 
have been at one time extensive- 
ly populated but are now only very 
sparsely settled. There are no 


towns or villages and the inhabi- 
tants are scattered in small ham- 
lets. The natives of Southern Ben- 
gal, over which the flight 

in crossing over the Sundarbans to 
Calcutta, are of the lowest caste, 
poor, good-natured people. The 
average size of the native-owned 
farm is about ten acres. Their 
greatest ambition in life is to own 
some cows and an umbrella. They 
are, on the whole, a simple peo- 
ple, bound by caste, religion and 
tradition. Bengal is the great la- 
bor mart of India. 

The forests contain valuable 
timber, especially chittageng wood, 
or Indian mahogany: canes and 
bamboos are luxuriant and ferns 
and orchids crow everywhere. The 
vegetation is that of a moist, tropi- 
cal climate. Tigers, black and 
clouded leopards are found; also 
some bears and elephants in addi- 
tion to numerous species of the 
smaller animals. Birds and rep- 
tiles are numerous. All the sea 
enakes are venomous. The land 
snakes are the great hamadryad, 
the Indian python, the green rat- 

kes and cobras. 

The flight landed at Newabanj, 
near Ichepore, about fifteen miles 
north of Calcutta. Arrangements 
had been completed by First Lieu- 
tenant Henry H. Halverson, ad- 
vance officer of the four divisions 
of the route. The seaplanes, after 
landing in the river, will be hoist- 
ed from the water and after the 
pontoons have been removed and 
the landing gear with wheels at- 
tached will be towed on their own 
wheels motor truck to the Dum.- 
dum airdrome, at which point they 
will receive such necessary repairs 
and repiacements as are found nec- 


essary. 
MOTORS 

Calcutta ts the main flight sup- 
ply and repair base of Southern 
Asia. The planes will be equipped 
with new motors and wings and 
will be transformed from seaplanes 
to land planes. The wings of the 
planes, when they reached Cal- 
cutta, were beginning a rapid de- 
terioration due to the effect of salt 
air and extreme heat in addition 
to the severe buffeting of wind and 
sea since leaving the United States 
three months ago. At Calcutta the 
flight will be rejuvenated and the 
officers of the expedition will face 
the remaining 13,000 miles of their 
journey with practically new air- 
planes. From Calcutta to Lon- 
don the flight will be made with 
the world cruisers equipped as 
land planes. They will be capa 
of a greater speed and a greater 
fuel capacity and faster progress 
will be made over this portion of 
the route than heretofore has been 
le. Present plans contem- 
late the arrival of the flight in 
England not later than July 25. 

At Calcutta the flight was wel- 
comed by the officials of the Brit- 
ish Indian government, Mr. Wed- 


the officers of the British Royal Air 
Force and Lieut. Malcolm S. Law- 
ton, the advance officer of the third 
division, who was responsible for 
the preparations made for the 
flight throughout the third divi- 
sion from Shanghai to Calcutta, 
and in addition responsible for the 
safety of the flight throughout 
that portion of the route. 


MODERN CITY 

Calcutta is the capital and the 
principal city of British India. It 
is situated on the east bank of 
the Hugli River. one of the mouths 
of the Ganges, almost eighty miles 
from the sea. The city is the ter- 
minus of the principal Indian rail- 
way systems. It is also a great 
seaport, though navigation is hin- 
dered by the shifting sand banks 
of the river.

Confidence of Smith and 
McAdoo Is Unshaken

NEW YORK, June 29.—On the 


eve of balloting in the Democratic 
National Convention, leading candi- 
dates for the Presidential nomina- 
on wert busy tonight consolidat- 
ing their positions and issuing pro- 
nouncements of their confidence in

Meantime those seeking the 
nomination but admittedly without 
anything ike the numerical 
strength on the first ballots that 
will be mustered by either William 
G. McAdoo or Alfred E. Smith 
were continuing their quiet caml 
paigns and laying plans against the 
time when, they predicted, there 
would be a break away from both 
the former Treasury Secretary and 
the New York Governor. 

Wherever leaders or delegates 
congregated today there was dis- 
cussion of the probable effect up- 
on the fortunes of this candidate 
or that resulting from the action 
of the convention early today in 
rejecting the anti-Klan plank. 
Both the McAdoo and Smith man- 
agers claimed that the result, if 
anything, gtrengthened their po- 
sitions but other candidates or 
their managers were in disagree- 
ment with that view. 

With balloting only a few hours 
away there was more than the us- 
ual crop of dark horse’ talk. 
Leaders grooming ch “horses” 
expressed the opinion tonight that 
forty ballots would be taken be- 
fort the Smith and McAdoo forces 
would turn to a compromise can- 
didate. 

Those interested in the candi- 
dacy of Senator Samuel M. Rah- 
ton of Indiana, heard that in the 
event of a Smith-McAdoo deadlock 
the adherents of these two candi- 
dates would swing their votes to 
John W. Davis of West Virginia. 

It was also stated that either 
Gov. Charles Bryan of Nebsaska 
or Gev. Jonathan M. Davis of Kan- 
sas, would be second on such a 
compromise ticket. 

Home of the Ralston supporters 
have suggested a Ralston-Homer 
8. Cummings over a Rolston-Gov. 
Sfizer ticket to offset such 4 nomi- 
nation, but Thomas Taggart, the 
Indiana leader, who is backing Sen- 
ator Ralston against the field, has 
agreed to neither so far as has 
been made known. 

Both McAdoo and Gov. Smith 
held final conferences with their 
chief lieutenants today for dis- 
cussion of the opening phase of 
the battle of ‘ballota, McAdoo 
spent much of the day quietly in 
his suite in an uptown hotel, but 
in the afternoon he visited Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and tonight 
he addressed a rally of the dele- 
gates who are counted in his ¢ol- 
umn. 

The Governor declined to make 
any statements as to his confer- 
ences, saying in response to in- 
quirtes that “we only discussed 
what cities I should visit during 
the campaign,” and that “we also 
worked out a scheme of transpor- 
tation by railroad and airplane.” 

There was no formal statement 
from Senator Oscar W. Under- 
wood's headquarters, but C. C. 


Carlin, his campaign manager, met 


questions as to whether the Ala- 
bama candidate regarded the con- 
vention Klan plank as “strong 
enough to fit his demands for de- 
nunciation of the Klan“ with the 
declaration:

relative standing of the candidates, 
except as it provides a further ar- 
gument for use by those who are 
predictiag that neither McAdoo nor 
Smith be nominated. The out- 
and-out anti-Kian piank, accord- 
ing to Permanent Chairman 
Walsh's announcement, received 
541 votes, with the active sup- 
porters of Gov. Smith and many 
others friendly to him voting for 
it. while 642 votes were announced 
as cast against it, largely from the 
States that are giving their support 
to Mr. McAdoo. 


MAJORITY OF TOUR 

The totals of the vote as actual- 
ly cast by States and Territories, 
however, and as verified en 
recapitulation today, show that 
646 16-100 votes were cast against 
singling out the Klan by name and 
that 541 85-100 votes were cast in 
favor of it. This actually increased 
the majority to four and thirty- 
hundredths votes, instead ot the 
one single vote as given in the of- 
ficial announcement, 

The Smith people declared the 
total records for the — 
showed conclusively the inability 
of McAdoo to muster the two- 
thirds necessary for nomination, 
and the McAdoo men said the votes 
cast on the other side meant the 
elimination of Smith. The man- 
agers for the other candidates 
agreed with both of them. 

As a result, the only discernible 
trend of opinion among the leaders 
as they weighed the outcome of 
yesterday's session and laid their 
plans for the battle that begins to- 
morrow was a further sifting over 
of availables to which the party 
can turn if the two men now at 
the top of the list are both elimi- 
nated. 

Almost as a unit the anti-Klan 
elements of the party expressed 
their willingness tonight to remain 
eontent with their defeat in the 
platform contest, despite the nar- 
row in by which it was at- 
tained. here was one suggestion 
thet a resolution might be offered 
interpreting the religious liberty 
plank adopted as in effect a con- 
demnation of the Klan, but the 
move had no indication of wide- 
spread support. 

_ EMOTIONS CONTROL 

The convention’s floor fight over 
the League issue had been accom- 
panied by an unusual display of 
passion, but it became colorless 
and almost uninteresting in con- 
trast to the battle waged over the 
Klan plank through the midnight 
hours and into the early morning 
of the Sabbath. 

In two hours of iptensive debate 
several ot the out#anding figures 
of the Democracy, past and pres- 
ent, played upon the emotions of 
the vast assemblage until delegates 
and spectators had reached a pitch 
of nervous excitement rendering 
futile all further attempts at or- 
derly procedure. Bainbridge Colby, 
Secretary of State under W ison, 
challenged his party in a fighting 
speech to openly condemn the Klan 
and William Jennings Bryan closed 
the argument for the opposition 
with an old-time show of dash 
and fire that was met alternately 
with jeers and applause from floor 
and liery. 

Then, for two hours and a half, 
the convention sought, in a con- 
fusion bordering on hysteria, to 
determine its own mind. Time and 
again the roll call was interrupted 
by delegates who sought to chal- 
lere the accuracy. . of the vote 
of thelr States as cast by their 
delegation chaiymen. Back and 
forth swong the advantages ans the 
voting approached its conclusion 
and leaders of the opposing forces 
tried desperately to win over the 
handful of votes they knew would 
determine the verdict. As the roll 
was ended an angry grow) of dis- 
putation ewept over the convention 
hall in rising volume, chairs were 
overturned, two or three State 
standards were wrecked, and there 
were several personal encounters 
on the floor and the speaker's plat- 
form. 

TURN OF BALANCE 

The balance turned finally when, 
at the end of the roll call, two 
delegafes from Georgia, the home 
Mate of the Klan, changed their 
votes and asked that they be re- 
corded against the plank naming 
the Kian. They were Pleasant A. 
Stovall, the Savann publisher, 
and Mies Marion Cofley of Wash- 
ington, Ga. Rising in her place 
after other members of the dele- 
gation had gathered about her in 
earnest discussion, Miss Colley 
tearfully aad in a faint and quak- 
ing voice announced her final de- 
cision and attempted in vain amid 
the din of the convention hall to 
explain why she could not vote to 
criticize the Klan. 

Earlier in the session the Geor- 
gia group had been the target for 
a long and bitter demonstration 
against the Klan, after one of the 
dissenters among them, Andrew C. 
Erwin of Athens, had taken the 
speaker's stard and pleaded with 
the convention to tale an open 
stand against the invisible empire 
A score of anti-Klan delegations 
assembled their standards in a 
scornful, taunti ring about the 
Georgians, and Erwin was lifted 
to the shoulders of the demon- 
strators and carried twice around 
the hall at the head of a howling 
procession of delegates. 

In the mal moments before the 
reguit was announced, Joseph P. 
Tumulty, tary to Woodrow 
Wilson while he was in the White 
House, Jed a determined campaign 
on the convention floor to swing 
over the few votes that would 
write the anti-Klan plank into the 
party platform. 

The effort introduced several 
new elements of confusion, and led 
to at least one encounter in which 
the police intervened. Acting with 
Tumulty, T. T. Ansderry of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who held credentials 
as an alternate from the Philip- 
— and Lawrence F. Quigley, 

ayor of Chelsea. Mass., twice 
challenged the accuracy of the 
Philippine vote and forced a poll 
of the delegation. Later Quigley 
sought to question the vote of 
Georgia and then from his place 
in the Massachusetts delegation 
demanded a poll of the delegation 
from New Ham . 

The drive of ghe anti-Klan co- 
horts did not end even after the 
vote had been anfounced, and the 
adjournment found Quigley on his 
feet seeking amid the confusion 
to challenge the ballot of the en- 
tire convention. He was shouted 
down by those about him, however, 
and the anti-Kjan leaders later 
declared there Would be no at- 
tempt to set aside the action of the 
convention as illegal. 


ALL SEEM SATISRIED 

Like those who wanted to name 
the Klan epecifical in the plat- 
form, the leaders o preferred 
instead the general religious up. 
erty plank that was adopted scemed 
completely satisfied after a Sun- 
day's reflection. Both sides de- 
clared the sore spots left by the 
fight soon would disappear and ine 


sisted that no party split would re- 
sult from the public airing that 
had been given the religious dis- 


enough alone, and to let the close 
vote by which the party esca 
ah open condemnation of the Klan 
speak for itself. There were many 
echoes among party leaders of a 
sentiment expressed by Tex, Rick- 
ard, lessee of Madison Square Gar- 
den and famous prize-fight pro- 
moter, who remarked as the weary 
and bedraggied delegates filed out 
into the night. 

“Of all the fights I ever pulled 
off in the old Garden, that was 
the best draw I ever saw.” 

It Was because the vote did 
come so near to an actual draw 
that partisans of candidates who 
will trail behind the two leaders 
on the opening ballot professed to 
see many encouraging signs in the 
outcome. The supporters of Ral- 
ston, John W. Davis, Underwood, 
Glass and all the others obvious- 
ly regard the vote as in a sense 
a test of strength between McAdoo 
and Smith and they’ insisted to- 
night that all possibility that either 
could command twe-thirds of the 
conyention had been destroyed. 

e McAdoo and Smith mana- 
gers, nevertheless, insisted that 
candidacies had figured only in- 
cidentally in the voting and that 
no instructions had gone out that 
would lead the McAdoo and Smith 
delegates to vote otherwise than 
as their personal convictions dic- 
tated. Both camps sought to min- 
tmize the possibilities of party de- 
fections over the issue, and to em- 
phasize a belief that the fight over 
the Klan had left the situation 
as to candidates about where it 
was. 


Party leaders generally also took 
pains to disseminate word that 
they did not regard the battle as 
having raised any permanent relig- 
ious issue within the party. They 
pointed out that both Protestants 
and Catholics spoke againdt the 
Klan. They recalled also that 
some of those ot the Catholic fafth 
high in party councils had advised 
against the anti-Klan plank, and 
that Senator Walsh of Massachu- 
setts, In voicing the sentiments of 
others of his church in favor of 
the plank, incorporated in his plea 
this assurance: 

“We are Democrats, whatever 
2 outcome, and we will accept 


Several other speakers on both 
sides of the issue declared their 
inability to eee any signe of a 
party split over the Kian issue, re- 
gardiess of the outcome. These 
declarations all were applauded, 
but the solemn faces of the dele- 
gates and the demonstrations and 
disputes that accompanied the 
voting showed how strongly and 
deeply were flowing the currents 
of disagreement on the convention 
floor. —

not nominate Smith they are 
prepared to give McAdoo the 
fight of his ite before a 
choice ts made, and should 
McAdoo finally gain the nom- 
ination it is certain that his 
support so far as the Smith forces 
are concerned would be luke 
warm. One of the ablest sup- 
porters of Gov. Smith id to- 
night that Smith was the only 
candidate before the convention 
who hed any chance to carry 
New York. With the Klan directly 
involved in the entire campeign 
by the deliberations of the délega- 
tions in the platform fight and 
the elimination of Smith as the 
choice for the first place, most of 
the veteran Democrats who have 
turned the votes heretofore de- 
clare that the nomination is 
worthless to whomever gets it and 
underneath all the claims of the 
various candidates there is a real 
genuine note of discouragment 
with the preview of the campaign. 

Most of the delegates regard the 
platform without enthusiasm. 

All the women members of the 
Dem criticise’ the platform 
for ite failure to be aggressive on 
women's welfare and for the child- 
labor legislation ratification. The 
women who have been here fight- 
ing for a real expression, accuse 
the, Democrats of slapping the 
woMen of the country the face 
and of being loose and careless in 
construction of a platform which 
repudiates the League of Nations 
and ignores the Kian by name. 
They declare that practically every 
other plank of the platform is 
either meaningless or a direct ne- 
gation of affirmative planks in the 
platform evolved by the Republic- 
ans at Cleveland. With religious 
factions quarreling within the — 
ty now and with the women hurt 
and ignored the practical vote get- 
ters see a hard and difficult cam- 
paign ahead for the Democratic 
party and admit it in their mo- 
ments of confidential unburdening. 

Underwood, with the elimination 
of the Kian denunciation, is not 
considered now as formidable in 
the race. With the elimination of 
Smith the field narrows down to 
Ralston, who is easily the strong- 
est of the men now before the 
convention. Ritchie, Governor of 
Maryland, is one of the men to 
whom much of the support of Mc- 
Adoo will go if he fails after the 
first few ballots. John W. Davis 
is being assailed here because of 
his Wall-street connections, but he 
shows inherent strength that can- 
not be discounted. Senator Carter 
Glass of Virginia is also a favorite. 
These are the dark horses occa- 
sionally illuminated dy a torch 
bearer on a prospecting trip. It 
may be that as one of the most 
powerful Democrats said tonight: 
“McAdoo is about the only candi- 
date that can stand on the plat- 
form as it is now formulated and 
they might as well let him have 
the lemon.“ 

McAdoo will have to show well 
on the first few votes if he ia to 
get the preference and if he is 
nominat it will be because the 
Smith forces and others after roll- 
ing McAdoo for a time quit trying 
to dominate the field and will let 
McAdoo take a nomination that all 
believe now is a lemon. If this 
should be the outcome of the bal- 
loting, McAdoo and his forces 
would get the place by default and 
because of the complications and 
factions which have beset the party 
deliberations since the Democratic 
hosts arrived in New York. 

No one is certain of when the 
convention will finish its work and 
get away. Some think the finish 
will come Thursday afternoon 
when the delegates will make their 
choice for President and Vice- 
President and adjourn. before July 
4 which comes Friday. Others in- 
sist that the nomination will run 
along by many ballots and pro)- 
ably will not be decides until Sat- 


urday of this week.

Factors in Recent Exchange 
Advance Reviewed 


Easy Money is Given Partial 
Credit for Gain 


Extent of Present Recovery 
Said to be in Doubt 
DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, June 29.-—-The 
money market undoubtedly had a 
hana in the rise of the Stock Ex- 
change last week. All other things 
being equal it would favor such a 
mevement to the extent that the 
low m rates make credit read- 
accessible for speculation on the 
Side of Fising prices, and that 
prosg@ct of the continuance of such 
fates removes an impediment to 
the movement. But every one 
knows that something more than 

mopey is required to stimu- 
trade itself; tor the easy 
money may itself be only a con- 
sequence of trade depression. 

Even if it's conceded that the 
present recovery on the Stock Ex- 
change means a turn for the bet- 
ter in genera) trade, it is not so 
easy to foresee how far such re- 
covery will go. 

The considerations underlying 
the market's advance may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

First, the lar fall in 
money rates, with whatever that 
may foreshadow in the speculative 
markets or ir the field of indus- 
try. Of this influence it must at 
least be remembered that the re- 
cent reaction in trade was itself 
preceded and accompanied by 
slowly declining money rates. 

Second, the evident conviction, 
in a number of important indus- 
tries, that the exceedingly rapid 
curtailment of production during 
the last two months without evi- 
dence of an equivalent further 
contraction of consumers pur- 
chases, is approaching a point at 
which “urrent supplies will not ex- 
ceed and may fall below the cur- 
rent demands of trade. 

Third, the belief that the mar- 
ket would be resting on its oars, 
either through misgiving over de- 
velopments in the Presidential 
contest or through a cautious wish 
to limit all trade commitments un- 
til the pol tical outlook could be 
more clearly. discerned.

Gains Also Made on Corn 
and Potatoes, But Wheat 


and Oats Show Loss 
WASHINGTON, June 29.— 


Farmers made money on the av- 
erage on corn, cotton and potatoes 
last year, but lost on wheat and 
Oats, according to reports to the 


Department of Agriculture. 
Losses were not in cash, but in- 
dicate that farmers did not re- 
ceive a sufficient income from their 
products to pay all cash expenses 
of production and allow them go- 
ing wages for their time and the 
cash rental value of their land. 
“Wheat om 7852 farms cost on 
the average of $1.24 a bushel! and 
showed a sales value of $9 cents 
a bushel; corn on 11,238 farms 
cost 68 cents a bushel with a sales 
value of 81 cents; oats on 8481 
farms cost 62 cents a bushel with 
a sales value of 49 cents, and cot- 
ton on 407 farms with yields be- 
tween 101 and 140 pounds of lint 
an acre an average cost of 
22 cents a pound and an average 
sales price of 30 cents a pound. 
Potato growers in different sec- 
tions of the country showed mar- 
gins between average cost and av- 
erage selling price of from $1.42 to 
$86.23 an acre. 
Cost included charges for labor 
of the farmer and his family, and 
a charge for the use of the land 
on a cash rental basis, so that 
where the cost just equalled the 
rice received the farmer was paid 
his time and his investment. 


Arizona Mines 
Large Factor in 
State Industry 


DisPaTcH) 
PHOENIX, June 29.—The Ari- 
zona Industrial Congress has com- 
piled figures showing that 75,000 
individuals, or a fourth of Arizo- 
nas population, are dependent up- 
on the State's mining operations, 
with 20,000 men actually employed 
ingtwenty-two producing mines, in 


seven counties. The pay rolls of 
these mines amount to $29,000,- 
000 a year. 

Comparison is made with the ag- 
ricultural industry, in which the 
last census reported 9975 farmers, 
while 7235 persons were listed as 
engaged in manufactyring. In all, 
the mines, through added activi- 
ties, commercial, railroad, etc., are 
believed to turn $50,000,000 a year 
into circulation within the State, 
with especial note of large purch- 
ases of agricultural products. 

Mines alone pay 47 per cent of 
the State taxation, 
about $7,500,000 a year towar l the 
upkeep of State and county gov- 
ernments. In addition are the tax- 
es on mine railroads and realty and 
personal property in mining towns,

HOW BEE CUTS LEAVES 

The leaf-cutting bee drille In a 
sand bank a hole ten inches deep 
and half an inch in diameter and 
divides it into about a dosen com- 
partments.

shapes and carefully fitted. Rose 
leaves and sweet-pea leaves are 
among the favorites.

GIVES CURRENT TO EDISON 


Local Gas Company Furnishing Steam-Generated 
Electricity to Minimize Power Shortage 


The co-operation of the Los Angeles Gas and Electric Corporation 
with other electric producers to minimize the power shortage consists 
in supplying the Southern California Edison Company with approxi- 
mately 500,000 kilowatt hours of current daily, generated in steam 
plants. The entire capacity of the Edison Company's equipment will 
take such current, it was declared yesterday by William Baurhyte, 
president of the gas and electric company. 


“Our plant is being run to capa- 
city twenty-four hours a day,” Mr. 
Baurhyte explained, “and we could 
furnish even more current to the 
Edison wires but for a mechani- 
cal difficulty. The current we make 
is what is known as sixty-cycle 
frequency, while that of the Edi- 
son and city circulte is of fifty- 
cycle frequency. 

“Certain of our machines can be 
operated to produce fifty-cycle cur- 
rent, at some loss of efficiency, 
but others cannot. The Edison

The friend agreed, visited 
the bank and caused the clerk 
to examine Whistler's account. 
After a minutes search the 
clerk submitted a memoran- 
dum, which showed that James 
MeNeill Whistler had to his 
credit a balance of more than

cause of the spirit in which their 
lives had been lived — they had 
failed to help their fellows: the 
only question was and is ‘Have they 
ministered in Hie spirit. to human 
need?’ Not a single instance is af- 
forded in Gospel narrative of a man 
in torment because of doctrinaf un- 
soundness; yet today, some shib- 
boleth acclaimers have no question 
ofyany man so large as ‘Ise he 
sound?’ and they want to ‘sound’ 
him before conceding his accepta- 
bility. On the night in which His 
memorial was established, the 
Christ enunciated the one test for 
His church, the one test which in- 
terprets a living or dying church 
today: ‘Thereby shall all men

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE IS 
CALLED LAW OF GOD 


Dr. Walton Hubbard, mem of 
the board of lectureship of the 
Mother Church, the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Bogton, de- 
livered the last of a series of lec- 
tures on Christian Science Sunday 
afternoon at the Fifteenth Church 
of Christ, Scientist.

Reforestation in Britain 
Some 18,000,000 trees have been 


planted in Great Britain during the 
last three years, since the govern- 
ment grant went into effect pay- 
ing to private individuals {3 for 
each acre planted with trees, or 
cleared for such planting. This 
figure applies to private estates 
only and does not include the 
achemes now being ca on by 
the forestry commission, which has 
planted approximately 16.000 acres 
of land with many rgillions of trees.
